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AM never difpleafed with thofe Divines, 
] who publifh new Notions, though they 

fhould prove wrong: Ie appears from 
thence, that the Authors of fuch Notions 
think and ftudy, and endeavour to make 
new Difcoveries ; which is very commend. 
able. Mr. Swinden, Author of this Treatife, 
is one of thole Worthy Minifters of the 
Gofpel, who apply themfelves to improve 
their own Knowledge, and that of other 
Men. It isthe Part of a Man, fays he, to 
think and to difcourfe; and Knowledge is to be 
efteemed no mean Part of our Duty. Nay, he 
tells us, that the more curious we are in Religi- 
on, the better it #s: For, continues he, 7 a2 
not perceive how Mex can underftand too well. It 
uw more commendable certainly to have a 
adiftinguifhing Palate, than no Taffe at all. 
According to thele Principles, the Author 
freely enquires into the Place of @{e//, and 
does not fcruple to propofe a new Notion 
about it. He believes, that the Sun is the 
common Receptacle of the Devils and 





wicked Men, and that they fhall be torment- 
ed in it for ever and ever. ? 

After a careful reading of this Treatife, 1 
find that Mr. Swinden has inferted in a Prayer 
the chief Reafons for his Hypothelis. It 
will be therefore fufficient to tranfcribe that 
Prayer, in order to give the Readers a No- 
tion of his Performance. 

The Author fays, that whenever he turns 
his Eyes towards the Sum, he cannot refrain 
himfelf from breaking out into this, or the 
like Devotional Meditation, to the great 
Creator of it. 


“* O God, who above all thy Sublunary 
Creatures, haft dignified Man with the 
“ Light of Reafon, which affordeth him 
many full and fubftantial Proofs of a Fu- 
ture State; and haft alfo exprefly declared 
in thy Holy and Revealed Word, that 
there is a Life after this, wherein good 
Men fhall be rewarded, and evil Men 
punifhed; that the Righteous fhall be 
received into thy Heavenly Kingdom, 
‘€ and that the Wicked fhal! be fhut out from 
thence, and thrown into the horrid and 
“ difmal Pit of Hell. O God, who haft 
farther declared, that the He was prepa. 
red for the Dewsl, that rebellious Spirir, 
and an innumerable Multitude of Angels 
that fell with him, who are referved there 
in Chains ef Darkne{s unte the Fudzmint cf 
the great Day; and that it will be alio the 
late of infinite Numbers of ungodly 
Men to be, both Soul and Body, caft into 
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it; and halt alfo exprefly called it Téevve 
co truces, the Hell of Fire, and defcribed it 
to be a Lake of Fire, that burneth Day and 
Night for ever, I am inclined from all 
this to conclude, that it is a mighty and 
vaftly extended Place, far beyond what 
can be fuppofed to be at or near the Cen- 


‘ ter of this little Ball of the Earth, and of 


a Nature not hthely co fubfit there Bu: 
though it fuiteth not with my Reafon to 
think it there; yet do I norin the leaft 
disbelieve that it is: Nay, there appear to 
me plain Evidences of it. For when I 
confider the Works of thy Hands, and, as 
I conceive my felf obliged, ferioufly con- 
template the beautiful Fabrick of this 
great vifible World ; among? the reft of 
its Parts, a Body of a vaft and wonderful 
Bulk, Ten hundred thoufand times bigger 
than this Globe of the Earth and Seas, 
prefenteth it felf daily to my View, 
which by the burning Heat of its Rays 
fenfibly convinceth me of the hot and 
fiery Conftitution of its Nature. And 
being , according to the Opinions of the 
beft and moft acute Philofophers , ficuate 
at the extremeft Diftance from the Empy- 
rean Heaven, where is the Throne of thy 
Glory, and the Seat of the bleffed Angels, 
and the happy Souls of juft Men made 
perfet; being it is dire&ly oppofite to 
thetin this, as Heavenand fed are to each 
other in all refpetts whatfoever; being 
that is the higheft, and this the loweft 
Piace, that, the greateft, and this, the 
leaft of thy everlafting Woiks; being 
this remaineth no lefs fixed and unmove- 
able than that; being this was the firft 
Part which thou didft create in this vilible 
World immediately fucceeding the Sin 
and Fall of Lucifer end his Angels; it 
feemeth to me, upon the belt Reafon I 
have of things, to be the Place which 
thou madeft for their Prifon, and for the 
Punifhment both of them and of wicked 
Men. And Iam the rather confirmed ia 
this, becaufe of the early and almoft uni- 
verfal Idolatry paid to it; it fuiting weil, 
with che extreme Subtilty of that Apo- 
ftate Spirit to entice Mankind to deny thee 
the God above, and to worfhip at once the 
Seat of his Kingdom, and the Place of 
their own Erernal Torment. And though 
this End of its Creation is not plainly 
mentioned in thy Revealed Word, yet is

it not in the leaft contradi&ed by it, or 
any Part of it; nay, I think chere is one 
Hint chat foundeth fomething like ir. 
For there I read of an Angel + that poured 
out his Viol upon the Sun, and Power was 
given him to fcorch Men with Fire, and Men 
were burnt with great Heat, and blafohemed 
the Name of God, and they repented not to 
give him Glory. 

‘* Te is true indeed, thou haft fuffered thy 
Saints to compare thee toit; but this they 
did, not as it is the Place of Punifhmenc 
in the next World, but as it is the moft 
glorious and refplendent Part of this: As 


* ic isthe Fountain of Light and Heat, the 


Principle of Life and Health, of FruGifi- 


‘ cation and Exhilaration to all Creatures ; 


which Benefits, though very. great, and 
abfolutely neceffary to us in’ this Life, do 
not yet hinder, but that it may alfo be the 
Inftrument of thy Glory in punifhing the 


* Enemies of thee and thy Goodnefs to all. 


Eternity hereafter. 
‘* Bor that the Torments of Hel] are Etere. 


nal, or without End, is a Truth eftablifh- 


ed upon the exprefs Teftimony of thy 
Word, and the univerfal Confent of thy 
Holy Church. 

‘* From all which I apprehend it to be my 
certain Duty, neither with the Speculae 
tive Atheift to deny the Exiftence of an 
Hell, nor with the Pra&tical to live fo, as 
if 1 dreaded not to come thither. 

* Grant therefore, O Lord, that I may be 


. fo affe&ed with the mighty Benefits, which 


thou haft ordained the Sun to be an Inftru- 
ment of to me here; that I may not be 
punifhed. in the Flames of Hel/, whether 
it be fituate chere , as I imagine, or elfe- 
where, for ever hereafter. This I beg of 


‘ thee, forthe fake of Jefus Chrift, the bright 


San of Rightcoufnefs, who is appointed to 
be the Fudge both of Quick and Dead. To 
whom with thee, O Father, and the Holy 
Ghoft, Three Perfous , and One Eternal God, 
be afcribed all Honour and Glory, both 
now and for evermore.

At the End of this Book, Mr. Swinadin ine 


forms us, thet having fhewed his Papers to 
fome of his Friends, and among others, to 
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the Ingenious and Learned Mr, Wall, 
Author of the H:ffory of Infant-Baptifm , the 
latter advifed him to publith this Treatife, 
and gave him his Thoughts about fome Paf- 
fagesinir. Here follows a Conje&ure of 
Mr. Wall. 


“ [have a Notion, {sys be, which whe- 
ther you will judge agreeable to your Hy- 
pothefis, I know not: I will however 
briefly communicate it to you. I think 
it very probable, that there are, belong- 
ing to the Sun, a great many more Planets 
than what we fee, fome perhaps within the 
Orb of Mercury, never feen, nor to be 
feen by us; buta great Number without, 
or beyond the Orb of Saturn, which we 
can never fee (till they are on fire ) part. 
ly by reafon of the Dittance from us, and 
partly becanfe they, being very remote 
from the Sun, do receive but a weak 
Light from him, and do much more 
weakly refle&t it. * Tis known, as you ob. 
ferve, that the Diftance from the Orb of 
Saturn to the Orb of Fixed Stars, is al- 
moit infinite. I do not think that God 
made all that Space void. To take the 
leaft Meafure for that Space; fuppofe it 
be a choufand times as much as from Sol 
to Saturn: Then there being Six Planets 
in the latter, there may proportionably 
be Six thoufand in the former. I believe, 
that when any Planet comes, by Force of 


* God’s Providence and Decree, to be de- 


ftroyed ; the ordinary way of its Deftru- 
ftion is, by falling into the Sun, or fo 
near the Flames thereof, as to be burnt 
up. That we our felves have feen many of 
thefe Funeral Fires: I mean, that all 
Comets are fuch The plain Phenome- 
non of a Comet is, that itis a folid Body, 
about the Bignefs of the Earth (fomething 
more or lefs) all on fire; and the late 
Aftronomers (Sir J/faac Newion, Mr. Hal- 
ley, Mr. Flamftead) have obferved, that 
they always have their Line of Motion, 
falling toward the Sun. Qne, or more 


‘ of them (after they have feemed to have 


fallen quite into the Sun) have been feen 
afterward to emerge again out of that 
Flame , and mount again from him fafler 
than ever they fell, and fo go back quite 
out of our Sight. Their Elements in the 


‘ mean time (iuch Elements as they have , 
‘ that are evaporable) being turned into Va. 


pour and Smoke, dodbdeth in their De- 
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fcent, and in thefr Afcent again, if they 
have any ) cnake that Tail or Hair of the 
Comet which we fee; which Tail or Hair 
may (if the Comet get up again far enoug!s 
out of the Heat) fettle again upon thar 
Nucleus, or Coal of the Comet’s Body, 
and perhaps become a much more glorious 
Planet, or Earth, than it was before. 

* You need not wonder, that in the 
Three thoufand Years, that the Scars and 
Planets have been obferved by Aftrono- 
mers, neither we, nor any of the Five 
about us, have yet fallen: Je has not been 
our Share by the Proportions of this Hy- 
pothelis ; for if there fall one in abour 
Ten Years (as I think in the Fifty Years 
of our Time, there has been about Five } 
there have been at that rate, in Three 
Thoufand Years, Three Hundred. Buc 
all our Six do make lefs than a Three 
Hundredth Part of the whole Number. 


* If TeZus fhould live to fee the Fall of any 


of the other Five, I hope fhe would be 
alarmed. 

‘* Tt may be obje&ted againft this, that by 
Sir Jfaac Newton's Calculations, fome 
Comets (i. ¢. as I make them Planets on 


' fire) have been feen as high as the Orb of 


Mars; which may feem too great a Diftance 
from the Sun , for them to be there fired 
by him. But it muft be confidered , that 
the Planets are of very different Confticu- 
tions, as to their Capacity of bearing 
Heat or Cold: And that as Te//u:, if fhe 
were to be brought into the Orb of Mer- 
cury, would be fired; fo one of the ree 
mor Planets, which I here fuppole, may 
teke fire when ict approaches the Sun fo 
nigh as Mars. 

* This Notion or Conje&ure ( which I 
defire to propofe to you with all the fame 
Rules of Modetty that you do yours to 
the World ) being joined with fome Paf- 


‘ fages concerning our Earth, which by 


God’s Wovd are certain, may form this 
Hypothefis concerning the Fate of the 
Earth, with refpe& to the Sun, Pare of it 
uncertain, buce Part moft certain. 
“ That when our Blefled Saviour fhall 
come in the Clouds, Cyc. and the Deadin 
Chrift being firft raifed, the Righteous 
then living fhiJl ( being changed) be 
caught up together with them to meet 
the Lord in tie Air, never more to be 
parted from him. Thenthe Earth, being 
i 3 “now 
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‘© now forfeken of God, and of all that 
“* was good in it, will be left (together with 
“ the Moon) to fall into that horrid Flame : 
“ In which Defcent (before ever it come to 
“ the Dire it felf) not only the wicked Men, 
with all that is on che Surface, will be 
burnt up; but alfo the Heavens, 7. e. the 
“ Sky about the Earth, will be diffoived, 
“ and the Elements (of Air, Water, cc.)

NE may very well wonder, that Dr. 
Burlet, who does fo worthily perform 

in Spain the Funftion of Firft Phyfician to 
His Catholick Majefty, fhould feem to have 
prefided at a Difputation in the Schools of 
Phyfick at Paris the 18th of fanuary of this 
Year. Buc the Readers will be no longer 
furprifed, when they come to know that 
this Sore of Prefidence is fuch an indifpen- 
fable Duty incumbent upon thePhyficians of 
that Faculty, that they are obliged to dii- 
charge it, each of them in his turn, upon 
pain of being excluded from that Society ; 
and cannot be difpenfed from it, but in 
fome extraordinary Cafes, fuch as Sicknefe, 
Imprifonment, and waiting upon the Prince 
af a very great Diftance from Paris. The 
Abfence of a Phyfician, who has been for a 
long time fettled in fome Province of the 
Kingdom, is not a fufficient Excufe; and 
we have feen many Doors of Vhytick, 
who came from remote Countries to preude 
in their turn, and to appear among their 
Brethren after an Abfence of Twenty Years, 
and above. We have feen Dr. Fagon , Firft 
Phyfician to the King, break off on fuch an 
Occafion his conftint Attendance upon thar 
Prince, and fteal away from the Court for 
fome Hours. But whentoo great a Diftance 
makes the thing altogether impracticable . a 
Phyfician may appoint a Brother in his 
room, who prefides for him. Nay, it feems 
that in fuch a Cafe the abfent Phyficians 
think themfelves obliged out of a Principle 
of Honour to compofe the Thefes, without 
relying 
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relying for it upon the Batchelors, who fre- 
quently take it upon themfelves. Thus the 
late Dr. Mahieu, Firft Phyfician to the Queen 
of Poland, fent from Rome, where he attend- 
ed upon that Princefs , a Thefis which was 
maintained at Paris fome Years ago. Dr. 
Burlet has done the fame , and imparts to us 
in this Thefis, written with great Solidity 
and Elegance, the Obfervations which an 
uncommon Sagacity , and a conftant Appli- 
cation, after a coniiderable Stay in Spain, 
have enabled him to make concerning the 
Difeafes of the Spaniards, and their Method 
of curing them. 


I. Dr Burlet makes an exa& Enumeration 
of the Dileafes, that prevail moft among the 
Spaniards, and diftinguifhes them by the 
Symptoms peculiar to each Sort. He begins 
with Acute Difeafes, and difcourfes in the 
firft place of thofe that are moft common, 
viz. Continual and Intermictrent Fevers. He 
obferves, that che former are generally burn- 
ing and Mortal, and that the People call 
them Zadaraillos, though in a ftritt Sente 
that Word denoes only Spotted Fevers. 
As for Intermittent Fevers, they are alfo of 
an ill Character, efpecially thofe that grow 
Syncopal. As they are in fome meafure like 
Tertian Agues, by reafon of a previous Shi- 
vering, and a plentiful Sweat chat follows 
them; they alfo differ from the latter by 
reafon of feveral Accidents, with which 
they «cre attended, to wit, a violent Vomit- 
ing, a great Wecknefs, a fmall Pulle, a 
Coldnefs in the Extremities of the Bedy , 
and unlefs the Danger be quickly prevented, 
they carry off the tick Perten in the Second 
or Third Fit. The Small-Pox is neither to 
dangerous, ner fo long in Spain, as in cold 
Countries. The Pleurefy, the Peripneumo- 
ny, the Squiacy and the Cough, fo frequent 
and fo pernicious among the Northern Nati- 
ons, are much more fcarce and lefs dange- 
rous in Spaia. The Loofenefs and Vomie 
ting, the Cholcra morius, and the Dyfentery, 


difier from ours only by the Difhiculty of 


curing them, and by the Ulcers which fre- 
quently grow in the Inteftines. 

The Author proceeds to Chronical Difea- 
fes, and divides them into Three Claffes. 
Some are Hereditary ; others arifs from a 
diforderly Life and a bad Diet; and many 
are the Confiquences of Acute Dileafes nox 
well cured, Among the firft, Dr. Burles 
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reckons the Venereal Diftemper, fo common 
in Spain: The Spaniards are fo ufed to it, 
that chey keep it without any Uneafinefs till 
their old Age. That Difeafe being foftened 
by the Temperature of the Climate, and the 
eafy Tranfpiration of the Body, is not fo 
dreadful in Spain as in other Countries. 
Among the other Chronical Difeafes, there 
are Three on which the Author dwells 
longer, viz. the Hypochondriack Difeafe, 
the King’s Evil, and a fort of Cholick called 
Delor de tripas, or tripado, which generally 
precedes, attends, or follows Intermittent 
Fevers. It is very like the Cholicks of Poi- 
tow; that is, the fick Perfon feels a fharp 
Pain in the Abdomen and the Inteftines; his 
Belly is bent, efpecially above the Navel ; . 
he is conftipated, he vomits, and is troubled 
with Winds. ‘That Cholick attacks indiffe- 
rently the Natural Inhabitants and Foreigners: 


Ic is not eafily cured, and fometimes turns 
into Convulfions and Palfy. 


If. The Learned Author having enumera- 
ted and defcribed the Difeafes, to which the 
Spaniards ave fubje&t, enquires into their 
Caufes. He admits of none but what are 
fenfible, being of Opinion that all others 
do nor belong co Phyfick: He utterly reje&s 
all thote which do not fall under the Senfes, 
looking upon them as being of no Ufe to 
Vhyticians, and fays they are only good for 
idle Philofophers, and the Makers of new 
Syftems. He pretends, that thofe Syftems, 
by cafting a falfe Light upon the Theory ot 
Phyfick, have only thrown a great Obfcuri- 
ty upon the Practice of thac Are. Where- 
fore Jaying afide the hidden Caufes of all the 
Difeafes which he examines , he only confi- 
ders the Confticution of the Air which the 
Spaniards breathe, and their Diet. Lhe Air 
of Spainis more or lefs dry and hot, the Soil 
is barren, uncultivated in many Places, full 
of Mountains, defticure of Water. The 
Aliments are deprived of Juice , impregna- 
ted with a vreat deal of fixed Sale, and the 
Bodies of Aficn are dried up by too plentiful 
a Tranfpiration. Any one, who fhall care- 
fully obferve the Diet of that Nation, fays 
the Author, mult needs own that the So- 
briety for which they are commended, does 
not fice them from the Inconveniences oc- 
cafioned by an. ill Regimen. ’Tis true, 
their Tables are very frugal, and they neve; 
drink hard ; but then they eaf abundance of 
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Sweet-meats and Chocolate; they love Gar- 
lick, Cabbages, Qnions, and raw Fruit bet- 
ter than any thing elfe ; they eat nothing but 
what is feafoned with Pepper and S:ffron; 
in a word, they are extremely fond of cold 
Liquors, and love to drink with Ice. 

Dr. Burlet has only recourfe to thofe feve- 
ral Circumftances, in order to explain the 
Phenomena of all the Difeafes that prevail in 
Spain. He aferibes to the ill Qualities of the 
Air, and to thofe of the Tranfpiration which 
refule from it, all the Acute Difeafes; and 
the Chronical ( as he thinks ) proceed only 
from an ill Digeftion, which occafions Cru- 
dities, a thick Blood, and Obdft:u€tions. 
The Blood of the Spaniards (fays Ur. Burlet) 
ts very apt to boil, co be inflamed, and cor- 
rupted; their Stomach is eafily hurt and 
difordered. From thence proceeds (accord- 
ing to the Author) that Malignity of moft 
of their Fevers. Some, continues he, will 
doubtlefs turn into Ridicule the Words to 
boil, to be inflamed, to be corrupted, made ufe 
of to expre(s the different Degrees of Alte- 
ration in the Blood; as if thefe Words, to 
ferment, to be diffolved, to coagulate, to precipi- 
tate and others of the like Nature, intro- 
duced by the Moderns, were much better, 
excited clearer Ideas, and afforded fafer In- 
dications for the Cure of Difeafes. We 
fall not enlarge upon his Way of explaining 
all the Difeates above-mentioned by thole 
differentCaufes. Let us proceed to what he 
fays concerning the Method of curing them. 


Ill. That Method runs partly upon the 
Doétrine of the Ancient Phylicians, efpeci- 
ally Hippocrates and Galen, and partly upon 
fome Prejudices and Cuftoms that prevail, 
and exercife a Tyrannical Power, notwith. 
ftanding Reafon and Experience. The Spa- 
niards reckon among their Phylicians manv 
great Men, who have acquired a Noble Re- 
putation, by cultivating the Are of Phyfick 
according to the Notions of the Ancients. 
Such are Valles, Mercatus, Garcias , Heredia, 
and many others. But. continues the Au- 
thor, the Study of Phyfick feems to have 
decayed in Spain fince thole Phyficians, ei- 
ther by resfon of continual Wars, or be- 
caufe the Year of innovating, or too great a 
Fondoefs for the old Opinions and Utages, 
hindered the Spaniard: trom perfeCting that 
Art Which.is probably the Reafon why 
the new Difcoveries have not been admitted 
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in that Country. The Spaniards being con. 


tented to draw the Indication of Remedies 
from the manifeft Caufes of Difeafes, do ve. 


ry much ufe Bleeding and Purging to cure ~ 


moftof them. They are lavifh of the for. 
mer, as well as the Portugucfe; and !et blood 
with the Help of Cupping-Glaffes and 
Leeches, but efpecially by opening the Vein. 
Ic is an ufual thing in Spain (fays the Author) 
to purge in the Beginning of Acute Dif. 
eafes ; but they do ic only with gentle Pur- 
gations, in order to clear the prime Vie. 
Tis but feldom that they ufe ftrong Purges. 
They have efpecially a great Abhorrence tor 
Antimony, for Want of knowing its Nature 
and good EffeSts. The bare Name of ic 
frights them, and they are not yet cured of 
their old Prejudices upon this Head. 

As for what concerns the Regimen of fick 
People, it may be fhid (continues Dr Burler) 
that the Spau:/h Phyficians are not in fome 
refpects fo rigid as the Ancients, who in 
Acute Difeafes allowed no other Food than 
Decottions of Grains. The Ufe of Broth 
made with Meat has been approved in Spa‘a 
about thefe Hundred Years. But ‘tis obfer- 
ved, that the Spaniards, when they are fick, 
will not be without Chocolate, nor without 
Hathies of Mutton or Fowl, even in Acute 
Difeafes. Another Error, no lefs dange- 
rous, is the Cuftom of forbidding all forts 
of Drink, even in the greateft Heat of the 
Fever, for fear of increafing or prolonging 
it; which they ground upon this falfe Prin- 
ciple, That the natural Heat which muft 
coacott the Febri/e Humour, being weakened 
by the Drink, has not a fufficient Strength 
to concoct that Humour, which (as they be- 
lieve) muft needs retard the Crifis. De Bur. 
det finds it no difficule thing to confute an 
Liypothefis fo ill grounded, and contrary to 
the Authority of the Ancients, Experience, 
and Nature it felf. 

As for Chymical Remedies, fuch as Pana. 
coas, Quinteffences, Tin&ures, Abforbents, Di» 
gofives, Sudorificks , Volatils, &c. if any of 
them are come fo far as Spain, they are hard- 
ly approved by the Phyficians, who look 
upon them as fo many fulpicious and dange- 
rous Remedies, by reafon of the exceflive 
Acrimony which the Fire communicates to 
them. As for Specificks, fays Dr. Burlet, 
they have a better Opinion of them. Such 
is the Quinquina, which the Spaniards 
brought firft into Ewrope , and yet they have 
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been the laft in knowing the Excellency of 
it. Dr. Barlet does very much commend this 
Specifick, and acknowledges that it is an Ex- 
cellent Rentedy for the Cure of Fevers , and 
many other Difeafes. But he declares at the 
fame time, that he thinks the beft Remedies 
for the Spaniards are the Diffolving , the 
Moiftensng, and the Tempering , among which 
he believes the Bath ought to have the Pre- 
ference. 


IV. The Author gives, in the firft place, 
a general Notion of the Bath , and does not 
forget co obferve, that Bathing was very 
common among the Ancient Nations, and 
very beneficial co them, either for the Clean- 
linefs of the Body, and che Prefervation of 
Health, or for the Cure of Difeafes. Dr. 
Burlet explains the good Effe&s of the Bath 
by a Mechanifm no lefs ingenious than = 

in 

of Molecule round and long, pliable, face 
intermixed with 4erian Particles, and agita- 
ted with a Motion of Undulation, are by 
that means Very proper to get into the Pores 
of the Skin, and to penetrate into its Tex- 
ture, to diffolve the Salts, co blunt their 
Points, and to carry off the Molecule, which 
for want of Tran{piratioa ftop in the Paf- 
fage. He pretends, that the watery Particles, 
being helped with the Heat of the Bath, and 
that of the Body, fpread themfeives into the 
wiole Habit, like a gentle Dew, or avery 
fubtil Vapour ; that they get into the fmal- 
left Veffels, and mixing with the Blood and 
the Lympba, make them both more fluid, 
and foften their Acrimony. Befides, by 
moiftening the Fibres, they leffen their great 
Tenfion, which occafions many Difeafes, 
aid refiore them to that Flexibilicy fo necef- 
faery to keep up the Motion of Ofcillation, 
which makes the Blood circulate, and fubti- 
J ves the different Fluids, It is only by a 
hike Effet, fays the Author, that external 
fomentations, end other emollient and 
moiltening Topicks, eafe a fick Perfon in 
fome Cafes. ‘This Mechanifm being fuppo- 
fed, can any one doubt ( fays the Author) 
that Hathing is very proper for the Cure of 
moft Chronical Difeafes in Spain, efpeciatly 
rf we contider on the one fide, the Qualities 


of the Air which the Spaniards breathe, and. 


thofe of theie Diet; and on the other, the 
Diinefs of their Complexion, the Scifnels 
oftheir Fibres, the Thickaels and Acrimony

of the Juices that run in their Veffels , 
from whence proceed the Obftru@ion and 
Hardnefs of the Glands ? 


V. Though Dr. Burlet has a very good 
Opinion of the Bath, yet he does not look 
upon it as a Remedy for every Ilnefs. He 
is perfuaded, that ic ought to be ufed only 
in fome Difeafes, and with the neceflary 
Precautions ; and chat it is not fit for all forts 
of Tempers. Old People, and thofe that 
are exhaufted by long Indifpofitions, muft 
not have recourfe tothat Remedy. A very 
tender Age, ulcerated Lungs, or fome inter- 
nal Abfcefs, are fufficient Reafons to for- 
bear the Ufe of ic. Nor is it proper in the 
Beginning of a Difeafe, by reafon of the 
Plenitude. In order to reap fome Benefic 
fiom it, the Fever muft be perfeatly cured, 
and the Abdomen cleared of all the Impuri- 
ties that ly in it. But when the Body is 
well prepared, fays the Author, how great 
are the Benefits that may be expected from 
that Remedy in the Difeafes of the Kidneys 
and Bladder, in the burning Heat of the 
Entrails, in a He&tick Fever, in the Marafm, 
and efpecially in the Venereal Difeafe , 
which is in Spain the moft general Caufe of 
Phthifick and Confumption! It were in 
vain to fay, as the Spaniards do, that Bathing 
not only occafions too great a Diffipation of 
the Spirits, and brings a Weaknefs upon 
the fick Perfon, but alfo that reviving the 
Seeds of that Difeafe, ic produces new and 
dangerous Symptoms, and confequently ex- 
afperates the Illnefs inftead of allaying ir. 
Dr. Burlet is little afraid of thofe pretended 
Inconveniences, which, fays he, are only 
grounded upon a wrong Prejudice of the 
Nation, and the abfurd Keafonings of fome 
Phyficians. On the contrary, he believes 
that Bathing is the fafeft Way to cure that 
Difcafe. He alfo thinks it is no lefs efficaci- 
ous in the other Kinds of Marafm indepen- 
dent upon the Venereal Dileafe, in thofe 
{tubborn Cholicks above-mentioned, in Tere 
tian Agues, in the Hypochoudriack Hlnefs, 
in a word, whenever there is Oecafion to 
foften the folid Parts, to beftow a greater 
Fluidity upon the Liquids, to diffolve and 
fweeten the Salts, Ove. 

If all thole Lilcafes are not wholly cured: 
by the plain \Weter. ath ufed with all the- 


Preparations, end all the Caution, which a 
wile Lbyiician ought to prefesibe, Dr. Bur 
lese 
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lee knows nothing elfe that will perfe&ly 
curethem, but drinking and bathing one 
{elf in Mineral Waters. They are not 
wanting in Spain: That Country affords fuch 
Warers Hot , Cold, Sulphurous, Nitrous : 
Saline, Vitriolous, Purging , Diuretick, 
¢c. To make the Ufe of thofe Waters fa- 
fer and more convenient, one muft dive into 
their Nature by Chymical Operations, dif- 
cover their Virtues and Properties by many 
Obfervations and Experiments, and contrive 
the Matter fo, that fick People may have all 
the neceffary Accommodations in rhofe Tla- 
ces. We have all the Reafon in the World 
(fays Dr. Burlet) to hope for all thofe Im- 
provements from the Goodnefs and Care of 
the King of Spam, in whofe Reign Learning 
and the Liberal Arts begin to revive ; and 
that Prince will doubtlefs promote every 
thing that may contribute to the Health of 
his Subjeéts. ; 

The Author concludes with this Affertion 
drawn from the foregoing Reflexions , That 
Bathing is an effetual Remedy for many Dif- 
cafes of the Spaniards.

being arrived at Paris, he did not find you 
there; for you was gone into Holland. That 
Letter was attended with a Proje&, which I 
defired you to communicate to the Authors 
of the Memoirs of Trevoux, in order to be in. 
ferted in their Journal, if they thought ic 
proper. 1 {fend you again the fame Proje. 
I have fhewed it to Mr. Granjean, who is an 
Excellent Judge ; and he will not fail to 
fhew it tothe Abbot Bignon. If I have the 
Honour of his Approbation, I fhall not 
doubt of a good Succefs. 

My Defign is to make ufe of Greek and 
Latin Letters, in order to reprefent che 
Points, and all the Chara&ters of the Hebrew 
Tongue, and to exprefs better and more 
clearly all the Words of that Language, 
efpecially thofe of the Sacred Text. For I 
am fully refolved to make no Alteration in 
that Text ; to give it in its greateft Purity 5 


in a word, to reduce it into its Elements, in 
fuch a manner, that ie will contain every 


thing that is in the Original, che fame Pow- 
er of the Characters, the fame Number of 
Vowels and Confonants, the fame Syllables, 
with the Meafure and Quantity of each of 
them plainly exprefled, whether it be long, 


fhort, Gc. 


And indeed it feems highly proper, not 
to fay very neceflary, to reprefent all the 
Vowels with their Quantity ; for otherwife, 
the Hebrew Tongue conffting only of Con- 
fonants, can neither be well read, nor un- 
derftood, but by thofe who have learned it 
from their Infancy, or made it one of their 
chief Studies. *Tis true, that Points or 
Vowels have been added to the Hebrew, in 
order to fix the Reading of it, and its Ane 
cient Pronunciation. By whom? and at 
what Time? Adbuc fub judice lis ef. But, 
not to fay that thofe Points are not always 
eafily known or diftinguifhed, they occafion 
fometimes great Miftakes and Alterations, 
which cannot be eafily reStified. , 

However it be, I fhall faithfully reprefene 
all the Points, and every Letter, Syllable, 
and Word: I fhall carefully obferve the 
fame Conftrution and Difpofition of Words, 
Members, Vhrafes, and Periods, as they are 
in the Original Heérew, according to the 
beft Editions. The only Difference will 
be this: Initead of Characters, moft of 
which are pretty like one another, and in- 
ftead of blind and intricate Points, 1 fhail 
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give plain, diftin&, and intelligible Letters ; 
and whereas the Hebrew is read backwards, 
thefe Elements fhall be printed and read 
from the Left Hand to the Right, according 
to the Cuftom of the Exropeans. And thofe 
who will give themfelves the Trouble of 
rendring any Part of this Work into the 
Original Hebrew, with all its Points and 
Charaéters, will eafily be enabled to do it. 

From what has been faid, it appears, that 
this Reduction of the Hebrew into common 
Charafters muft needs be of great Uie to 
learn that Tongue. Beginners will read it 
perfectly well in a fhort time, either in the 
Hebrew Bible, or in other Books ; and fuch a 
Method may revive the Study of that impor- 
tant Language, becaufe it removes the Diffi- 
culties with which the Hebrew Tongue is at- 
tended. This I fhall fhew at large in the 
next Journals. 

And then, if the Learned, to whom ic be- 
longs to judge of this Undertaking, are of 
Opinion that ic may be ufeful, I thall give 
for a Specimen the Pfalms of David in He- 
brew printed inthis Way.

A LETTER written from Surinam 


by Mr. TOURTON to &. L... 
at Rotterdam. 


This Letter bas been communicated to the 
Authors of the Journal Literaire printed at the 
Hague. 


SIR, 


T HOUGH I writto you, that I would 
fend you no more Serpents for the 
time to come, yet I cannot forbear fending 
you another Bottle full of them. There is 
in it fomething fo very curious, that I bee 
lieve you will be glad to fee it. You have 
not forgot, that in the Year 1709. I fene 
you the Skin of a Serpent Thirteen or Four- 
teen Foot long, and that I told you the Ne- 
groes had cut off its Head and its Tail, be- 
fore they brought it to me; which is the 
Reafon why I could not tell whether ie was 
a Viper. I very much doubted of ir by 
reafon of that Serpent's Bignefs; the more 
becaufe the Negroes affured me, chat it was 
a young Water-Serpent, which would have 
been much biggerin time. I opened ir, and 
took out of it Thirty tranfparent Eggs , co- 
vered with a thin Skin: Each of them con. 
tained a fmall Serpent, of a Finger’s Length, 
orthereabouts. I broke Five or Six of thofe 
Eggs, and having laid the young Serpents 
upon a Board, I was well plealed to fee them 
move now and then, even without being 
touched. I fent yee laft Year in March fome 
of thofe Eggs and young Serpents ina Bottle 
full of Infetts. 

As foon as I faw thofe young ones in the 
Eggs of fuch a large Serpent, I began to 
doubt of what I had read in many Authors, 
that of all the feveral Sorts of Serpents, 
none but Vipers bring forth their young 
ones alive , and that others void their Eggs, 
and then fit on them. Whereupon I refol- 
ved to know the Truth of it, and to that 
end ordered the Slaves to bring me as many 
Serpents alive as they could catch, promi- 
fing them to pay them well for it. They 
brought a great many, which were of no Ute 
to mein that Refpe&. But at laft there was 
one, which fully convinced me, that befides 
Vipers, there are other Serpents, which 
bring forth their young ones alive A Ne- 
groe found it about Noon, the qth of lat 
November, and put it into a wooden Cafe, 
The next Day at Eight of the Clock in the 
Evening, he brought it home, and having 
broke that Cafe to cake the Serpent out of ir, 
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here happened to be three inftead of one, 
wiz the Mother, and two young ones, which 
fhe had brought forth. I was not then in 
the Plantation ; and therefore one of my 
Servants put them all into Sugar-Brandy ; 
and the next Day inthe Morning, when I 
came home, as I was looking upon them, I 
faw with no imal] Pleafure another young 
one, whofe Head and Pare of the Body were 
out of the Mother's Belly. The thing ap- 
peared to me fo curious, that though I was 
extremely delirous to open the Mother, in 
order co know whether [ fhould find more 
young ones, either already hatched, or fhut 
up in their Eggs , T overcame my Curiofity, 
to give you the Savisfaftion of feeing a thing, 
which muft needs be very acceptable to fo 
great a Lover of Natural Hiftory as you are. 
‘Chere arealfo in the Bottle fome Caterpillars, 
that déferve to be feen, though the Luftre 
of their Colours is vanifhed away. 

But to return to my Viviparous Serpent ; 
i¢ is very different from the Viper, fuch as 
the latter is defcribed by Authors. That 
Serpent has not a flatter Head than other 
Serpents, nor a Snout turned up, nor two 
large Teeth in the upper Jaw-bone; but it 
has two Sets of Teeth in each Jaw-bone. 
Ics Colour is different from that of the Vi- 
per: Ic has no Scales, Ge. . 

The Naturalifts muft therefore give ano. 
ther Defcription of the Viper, or leave off 
faying that it is the only Viviparous Serpent. 


To conclude, Tam forry I can fend you 
no Bucteiflies. I have had fome at feveral 
times, that were pretty fine ; but they have 
always been fpoiled in my Abfence, though 
I took great eare to anoint the Box with 
Afp-Oil, and ordered my Servants to do it 
from time to time. My Affairs do not al- 
low me to ftay long in the fame Place; and 
therefore it is almoft impoffible for me to 
preferve thofe Infets, which require a cone 
tinual Attendance: Orherwife they are 
quickly fpoiled by a vaft Number of little 
Animals, that {warm in this Country. ler- 
haps fome time or other I fhall not be fo 
bufy ; and then I fhall be able to give you 
that SatisfaGtion.

ALETTER written by the Abbot 
BIGNON ¢o the Author of a 
Differtation concerning the Cdi- 
nefe Language, printed in the Third 
Volume of the Critical Hiftory of 
the Commonwealth of Learning. 


The following Letter has been published by the 
Author of the Critical ag? 5 I mut obferve, 
that the Defign of the Diflertation jut now 
mentioned, w to fhew that there is a great Con- 
formity between the Chinefe and the Hebrew 
Languages. 


Paris, Nov, 1. 1713. 

SIR, 
I Received about Six Weeks ago the Let. 

ter, which you did me the Honour to 
write to me the 12th of Fane; and, could 
you believe it, from that time I have noe 
been able to fhew it to our Chinefe. He is 
at Paris, and I have fpent a confiderable 
Part of the Vacation at my Country-Houfe, 
where I have read the [Third Volume of the 
Critical Hiftory, together with fome of our 
Learned Men, who accompanied me thither. 
I with wich all my Heart, you had been a 
Witnefs of the Encomiums beftowed upon 
the Wit and Learning of your Differtarion 
concerning the Chinefe Language; and yet 
moft of thofe Gentlemen are of a different 
Opinion from you. In order to thew a per 
fe& Conformity between the Chinefe Lan- 
guage and the Hebrew Tongue, it is not 
enough, fay they, to prove that one of 
them affords fome Expreffions, and Turns 
of Phrafe, which have a great Affinity with 
the other: It is further neceffary to thew 
that the Hebraifms, which you have difco- 
vered in the Chinefe, are fo many Ways of 
fpeaking peculiar to thofe Two Languages ; 
and that thofe Phrafes have no Foundation 
in the Nature of Things, nor in the Con- 
nexion of Ideas. Otherwife, one may very 
well fay, that fuch a Conformity of Exprei- 
fions proceeds only from the Connexion of 
Ideas, which, with refpeé& to certain things, 
are the fame in all Men. | 
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As for the Refemblance of Sounds, it feems 
to me chat there is hardly any Reafon lefs 
convincing than that , efpecially when it is 
fingle. If it be once admitted, will the Opi- 
nion of Father Pezron about the Celtick 
Language want any Thing to fupport it ? 
And don’t we find, in the Books of fome of 
our Modern Writers , feveral Inftances of 
Sounds very like one another , which ferved 
to exprefs the fame Ideas among Nations of 
a very different Original ? 

But our Chinefe goes farther ftill. Upon 
my Return from the Countrey, I fent for 
him: And after a pretty long Examination 
of your Differtation, he undertook to per- 
fuade me ; firft, that the Tranflation of the 
Phrafes mentioned in it is not altogether ex- 
a&t ; fecondly, That the fronunciation does 
not differ from that of che Miffionaries, 
which he thinks to be very faulty ; Thirdly, 
That you have fometimes followed the Por. 
tuguefe Orthography, very different from 
that of China. For Inftance, the Syllables 
ending with fem, ought to be pronounced 
feng , becaufe the Letrer G has a Sound pe- 
culiar to the Chinefe, which proceeds from 
the Nofe. He adds, that all the Chinefe 
Words are fimple ; and that thofe which you 
have produced, as a Proof of the contrary, 
are only Expreflions com pounded of a certain 
Nuinber of Words written in many Chara- 
&ers. Such is in French the Expreffion 


homme de guerre (Man of War). It is certain- 


ly a Compofition of fimple Words, and 

uite different from the Adje&tive Guerrier 
Warlike ), which is a Word truly com- 
pounded. 

The fame ought to be faid of Conjugations. 
The Chinefe have none. You know as well 
as I, that in the common Ufe, a Conjugati- 
on is notthe Art of denoting by a Peri- 
phrafe the feveral Circumftances of an A&i- 
on. It is the Art of reprefenting one’s I- 
deas with a fingle Word. Lego is a true 
Conjugation. That Word exorefies the Per- 
fon, the Number, the Time, and the other 
Circumftances of Reading. Moi aimer 
affuell.ment ( Me to love attualy ) cannot be 
called a Verb. We conjugate and decline, not 
only to denote fome Circumftances, bur al- 
fo to denote them in a precife manner. O- 
therwife, it might be big that a deaf Man, 
who difcovérs them by Signs, déclines and 
conjugates. 


Thefe are fome of the Remarks, that have 
been made upon your Differtation. I am 
willing to communicate them to you, be- 
caufe they come from Perfons, who do Ju- 
ftice to your Learning, and becaufe it is no 
indifferent Thing to an Author to know the 
Difficulties, that may be raifed againft him. 
If there are but too many among them, who, 
out of Fondnefs for their Notions , cannot 
endure that any one fhould differ from them 
in the leaft; thanks be to God, they are not 
all of that Chara&er ; and I am far from 
confounding you with Men, who do fo lit- 
tle Honour to Learning. After all, why 
fhould any Body be fo afraid of being criti- 
cifed ? The Publick gets by it; and it fre- 
quently falls out that a Critick affords Mat- 
ter for a new Triumph. 

But to return to our Chinefe. He has af- 
fured me that the Charafters, which are now 
ufed in China, were found in the Reign of 
Houang Tii, 2712. before the Birth of Cbrift. 
The Hiftories of China afcribe the Inventi- 
on of thofe Chara&ters to a Mandarin called 
Thfan Hie; and they fay that the Tracks of 
the Feet of Birds and Animals made way for 
fuch a noble and ufeful Difcovery. You 
fee that Greece is not the only Romantick 
Country. Flourifhes and Ornaments have 
been fafhionable in all Places and at all 
Times. 

The Mandarin Language is not fo ancient 
asthe Empire of China. It is but a Dialef, 
and prevails only in fome Provinces of that 
great Kingdom. ’Tis pity that no body has 
yet undertaken to tranflate the Annals of 
China. They would afford us a greater 
Light into that Matter, and feveral others. 

In the mean time, I fend you the Paffa- 
ges you defiretohave. I very much Que- 
ftion whether they will do your Bufinefs. 
Among alJ the Eclipfes, in the Reiga of 
Couan-ou-ti, 1 can find none, that has any 
Affinity with that, which appeared when 
Chrift wascrucified. "Tistrue, the Words 
which I fend you, are tran{cribed from the 
Annals of China, confifling of fixty Volumes, 
and lodged in my Library, which is pretty 
well furnifhed with Céixcfe Books. But 
there are two other Sorts of Annals. That 
which is moft efteemed; contains five hun- 
dred Volumes; and we have no Copy of it 
in this Country. Befides that Hiftory , 
there is alfo another, which, though leis 
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bulky, yet confifts of two hundred Vo- 
Jumes, It is in the King’s Library ; and I 
fhall take care to get the fame Paflages, 
( which I fend you now, ) extraéted out of 
that Copy. I am very glad before-hand , 
that I can give you this Mark of my E 
fteem ; and in order to deferve yours, I thall 
haften more than ever our Chinefe Grammar. 
Such Works require a very long time, efpe- 
cially a D:Fionary, when it contains fuch a 
prodigious Number of Words, as that of 
China. Add to this a great deal of Bufinefs, 
which gives meno Refpite. Though it be 
never {0 troublefome, yet I dare affure you 
that it will never make me forget any Thing, 
thac may perfuade you of the fincere Affe- 
&ion with which Iam,

guage, which he believes to be the Hebrew. 
In the third, he enquires in what Seafon the 
World was created, and fays it was in Au- 
tumn. He difcourfes, in the fourth, of the 
Difference between the Computation of the 
Hebrew fext, and chat of the Verfion of the 
Septuagint, without deciding that Controe 
verfy. The laft Differtation runs upon the 
Writings of Enoch. 

The Readers have feen above % that Mr. 
Swinden places Hell inthe Sun. Dom Ga- 
briel Alvarez fays, that in our Days a learned 
Spaniard undertook to prove that the Terre- 
ftrial Paradife was in that glorious Body. 
Goropius Becanus endeavoured to perfuade the 
World that it was at Hedin in Arto 3 anda 
young Spaniard, who had a great deal of 
Wir, made it his Bufinefs to fhew that the 
Terreftrial Paradife had been at 4damuz near 
Corduba. 

I might give a further Account of this 
Work trom the Journal des Scavans ; but I 
don’t think it neceffary, 
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A SHORT Account of the Life and 
Writings of the late Mr. SI- 
MON.

ICHARD SIMON was born at 
R. Dieppe vpon Afcenfion-Day , in the 
Year 1638. He went there through his 
School-Learning in the College of the Fa- 
thers of the Oratory , and entred into that 
Congregation by the Advice of Father Four- 
nier, Prieft of the Oratory, and Re&tor of 
Sc. James's at Dieppe ; but he Icft it before 
he had finifhed his Year of Inffitution. Af- 
foon as Me. de la Roque, now Official of 
Rouen, and his intimate Friend, was informed 
of it, he came to him at Dieppe ; and having 
perfuaded him to go along with him to Pa- 
ris, they ftudied Divinity together in that 
City, and Mr de/a Roque gave his Friend all 
the Affiftance he ftood in need of. Mr. Si- 
mon having beftowed five Years upon the 
Study of Divinity, entied again into the 
Oratory, about the latter end of the Year 
1662. The Death of Father Bourgoin, Ge- 
neral of that Congregation, which happen- 
ed fome time after, and the Eleftion of Fa- 
ther Senault, who fucceeded the former, 
made Fa:her Simon defirous to enter into the 
Society of Jefus. To that end he conftant- 
_ ly fued for it at the Noviciate of the Jefuits 
at Paris; but when he was to be admitted 
into that Society, in the Quality of Novice, 
Father Bertad Superior of the Inftitution 
advifed him to the contrary. Father Sexaulr, 
General of the Oratory, fent Father Simon 
to teach Philofophy at Ju/y ; from whence 
he came to the Houfe of Sc. Honore, to tale 
care of the Library, together with Father /e 
Coimte, who was the Library Keeper. Afe 
ter he had been four or five Years in that 
Houfe, he returned to Fully, to teach there 
another Courfe of Philofophy. In 1670 he 
was admitted into Prieftly Orders by Mr. 
de Percfixe Archbifhop of Paris; and in the 
fame Year he compoted the Caf2 of the Jews 
ef Metz, who had a Suit at Law in the 


Council againft the Pa:liament of that 
City. 
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In 1671. Father Simon publifhed a Latin 
Book, entituled, Fides Ecclefie Orientalis, in 
4to; and whilft that Work was in the Prefs, 
Father Senault obliged the Author to return 
again to Fully, to attend upon Prince Cefar 
a Efe, of the Houfe of Modena. 

In 1574 Father Simon put out a FrencB 
Tranflation of a Treatife of Leo de Modena, 
a Rabbi of Venice, concerning the Ceremonies 
of she Jews; and the next Year he printed a 
French VerSion of a Fourncy te Mount Libano, 
written in Jralian by Father Danaini a Jefuit. 
In the fame Year he writ the Cafe of the Abe 
bot of Newburg againf the Benedi€tins of Fes 
camp. 

He publifled at Paris in 1678. the Criti- 
cal Hiffory of the Old Tcftament, which was 
fuppreffed by the Intrigues of Port. Royal. 
Mr. de Ve:l writ againft ther Hiftory, in che 
fame Year, a Letter infcribed to the Honov. 
rable Mr. Boy’e ; and Father Simon anfwered 
it in a Lettee printed alfo in the fame 
Year. 

The Baron de Spanheim, Envoy from the 
Elector of Brandenburg into England, having 
writ a Letter againft that Hiffory , Father S:- 
mon antwered himin 1679, under the Name 
Of 4 Divine of che Faculty of Paris ; aud the 
Critical Hiffory of the Old Teffament was te- 
printed in Hodaid by Elzevier. 

Father Simon had lef the Oratory in 157%, 
to goto Bolleville, in the Country of Canx, 
where he performed the Fun&tions of a Cu- 
rate fou: Years. 

In 1°8r. he put our a Supplement to the 
Book of Leo de Modena, withthis Title, 
Comparifon between the Ceremonies of the Jews 
and the Difcipl.ne of the Church. 

In 1684, two fmall Pieces came our, 
which were afcribed to Mr. Simon ; the firft 
intituled, The Hiftory and Progrefs of Ecclefia+ 
fiical Revenues, by Jerome a Cotta; and the 
other withthis J itle, 4 Critical Hiftory of the 
Dodtrine and Cuffoms of the Eaftern Nations, by: 
the Sieur de Moni. 

In th: fame Year, he publifhed a Proje& 
of acompendious Polyglot Bible, with this 
Title, Novorum Bitliorum Polyglottorum Sy- 
vopjis. At che end of the Year 1681. the 
Ola Tetftament, (which was the moft confi- 
derable Part of that compendious Polygiue 
Bib) was ready for the Vrefs; Me. Simen 


being returned to Dieppe, after he had refign- 
ed his Living. 
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In'1685. he publifhed a Letter entituled, 
Ambrofii ad Origenem Epiftola de Novis Biol; is 
Polyglottis. Reignier Leers, a Bookfeller of 
Rotterdam, printed a new Edition of the 
Critical Hiftory of the Old Teflament, with an 
Anfwer of Peter smbrun a Proteftant Mini- 
fter. Mr. Simon’s Reply to that Piece has 
not been publifh’d yet. In the fame Year 
he made an Anfwer to the above-mentioned 
Letter of Baron de Spanheim. | 

The Pieces written by Mr, Simon againft 
Ifaac Voffius, were publifhed at Edinburg in 
gto. in 1685, with this Title, Ricard: Simo- 
nis Eccl. Gallic. Theologi Opufcula Critica ad- 
verfus Ifaacum Voffiam Ecclef. Anglic. Canoni- 
cum. Thofe fmall Pieces were attended 
with fome Extraéts out of another Book of 
Mr. Simon, which had been printed at Lon- 
don in 1684. with this Title, D:/quiftiones 
Critica devariis Biblorum Ed:tionibus. 

In 1686. Mr. Simon put out an Anfwer 
to the Sudgment of fome Divines of Holland 
about his Critica) Hiftory ; and in 1687, he 
publifhed a Letter addrefled to Mr. Pirot, 
concerning the Infpiration of the facred 
Writers, in which he anfwered Dr. du Pin. 
That Letter came out with his Anfwer to the 
Apology for fome Divines of Holland. Mr. Si- 
mon printed at Paris in the fame Year a Book 
in 12. entituled, The Doétrine of the Eaftern 
Church, concerning Tranfubftantiation , with an 
Anfwer to the new Objedions of Dr. Smith ; 
and not long after he added a fhort Supple. 
ment to that Book, in Anfwer to the Jour. 
nalifts of Amfterdam, who had not givena 
fair Account of it. 

. In 1688. he publifhed a Critical Differtati- 
on upon the new Ecclefiaftical Bibliotheque of Dr. 
du Pin, under the Name of John Reuchlin. 

In 1689, there came out another fmall 
Piece, entituled, An Apology fer the Author 
of the Critical Hiftory of the Old Teftament, 
againf} Mr. le Vaffor. Many afcribe 
that Book to Mr, Simon’s Nephew, in whole 
Name it was printed. ———— Mr. Simon pub- 
lifhed in the fame Year the Critical Hiflory 
of the New Teftament ; and the next Year the 
Critical Hiftory of the Tranflations of the New 
Teffament 

In 1692. Mr. Simon writa Letter, which 
was to be attended with many others, in 
Antwer to the Difficulties propofed by Mr. 
Arnandto Mr. Steyart ; but that Letcer was 
fuppredied by the Author. 
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In 1693. he put ont a Critical Hiflory of the 
Commentators upon the New T fhament, witha 
Critical Diff-rtation concerning the moft confide- 
rable Manufeript Pieces quoted in the three Parts 
of that Critical Hiffory. 

In 1695. Mr. Simon publithed new Obferva- 
tions upon the Text and the Verfions of the New 
T.ftament, and they were printed at Paris for 
Boudot. 

In 1697. there came out a fmall Piece, 
which was immediately afcribed to Mr. Si- 
mon. It was entituled, Some Difficulties pros 
pofed to Father Bouhours about his New Trane 
fation of the four Gofpels. 

A Volume of Critical Letters , printed at 
Bafilagainit Father Martianay and the Benedi= 
Gins of the Congregation of St. Maur, has 
been alfo afcribed to Mr Simon. 

Not long after he publifhed the firft Vo- 
Jume of his feleé# Letrers, which contain a 
great many larticularsrelating to Literature, 
never before publifhed. A fecond Edition 
of thofe Letters came out in 1702. with Re- 
marks and fome other Letters adedd to 
them. 

Befides the Critical Remarks of Mr Simon 
upon the Univerfal Diéfionary, publifhed by 
Mr, Bafnage, and Mr. Huet a Proteftant Mi- 
nifter, which were printed in the Memoirs of 
Trevoux ; Mr. Simon put out in 1701. new 
Remarks , in Anfwer to a Letter of Mr. 
Bafnage, inferted in the Fournal des Scavans, 
and to a Letter of the fame Mr. Huet, inferted 
in the Memoirs of Trevoux, and printed at 
2 mfterdam. 

In 1702, his French Tranflation of the 
New Teftament, with Literal and Critical 


Remarks, was printed at Zrevoux with Ap- ° 


probation and Privilege. That New Tran- 
ilation dedicated to the Duke du Maine, was 
cenfured by Cardinal de Noailles and Mr. Bof- 
Suet, Bifhop of Meaux, who could not get it 
tuppreffed. 

Mr, Simon writ immediately a Remon. 
ftrance very refpettful, which was to be pre- 
fented to Cardinal de Noailles. Though 
Mr. Simon took all poffible Care to prevent 
its being printed without Privilege, yet it 
was printed fo in 1703. without the Au- 
thor's Knowledge. Mr. S:men publifhed in 
the fame Year, a new Edition of the Avoi- 
finement des Proteflans vers VT Eglife, by Peter 
Camus, Bilhop of Bellay, with fome Remarks, 
as a Supplement to it; and that Book has 
been reprinted a Second time. , 
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Ia 1704, Mr. Simon publifhed a Second 
Volume of his Sele Letters, and a Third in 
17-5. witha Supplement, wherein he makes 
his Apology for the Proje& of a New Tran- 
flation of the Bible, which he had drawn 
up for the Proteftants of France. nf 

In 1706, he put out a New Edition of 
the Eccl-fiaftical Revenues, enlarged with a Se- 
cond Volume. 

To conclude: The laft Work afcribed to 
Mr. Simon, is the Bibliotheque Critique: The 
Two Firft Volumes came out in 120. 1n 
17¢8 and the Third and Fourth in 1710. 
That Work was fupprefled by a Decree of 
the Council. We reckon that Bibliotheque 
among the Works afcribed to Mr. Simon; 
for befides that he never owned it, ’tis cer- 
tain that Colie&tion contains many Pieces, 
which were not written by him. 

He died in 4pril 1712. after he had recei- 
ved the Sacraments in a pious and edifying 
Manner He lies buried in the Quire of 
St fames’s Church at Dieppe ; and there is 
upon his Tomb a Latin Epitaph compofed by 
his Phyfician. 

We muft not forget to obferve, that be- 
fore he died, he took care to burn all thofe 
Papers, which he had not yet publifhed 
againft his Adverfaties.

HIS New Method to learn Hiflory was 

publifhed laft Year at Paris; and f 
gave notice of ic in the Third Volume of 
thefe Memoirs. I have been informed in a 
Letter from beyond Sea, that this Second 
Edition, printed at Brufzls, contains fome 
Paffages, that have been left out in the Paris. - 
Edition. 

Mr du Frefnoy fhews in his: Preface the 
Neceflity of reading Hiftory methodically, 
and then takes a Survey of the feveral Me- 
thods that have been written for that Pur- 
pofe. Bodin was the firft, who publifhed a 
Work of that Nature, about the Middle of 
the XVIth Century. Our Author come. 
mends his Performance. That Method, 
fays he, is very judicious, and full of wife 
Reflections, and very curious and important. 
Remarks. However, there are in ic fome 
Imperfections; and Mr. du Fre{noy gives a 
fhort Account of them. I fhall omit what 
he fays about fome other Methods to learn 
Hiftory, compofed by Foreigners, and only 
mention what he thinks of the Method of 
Degory Wheare, Profeilor of Hiftory at Oxford, 
* Teas, fays 2e, one of the moft judicious 

Works that we have upon that Subjeét. 
But it feems to me, that his Precepts and 
Toftru&tions are too fhort , and that he is 
too long in his Remarks upon Herodotus, 
Thucydides, and {ome other Ancient Hifto- 
rians, in his Abridgment of their Works, 
and his Judgment about them How- 
ever, he may be of Ufe to chofe, who 
have no other Gook of that Nature”. It 


appears 
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appears fufficiently from this Paffage, that 
Mr. du Fre{noy has a very good Opinion of 
Degory Wheare’s Method ; and doubtlefs it 
has been of no fmall Uf= to him, I chink 
it is no Fault in Degory Wheare to give a large 
Account of the Ancient Hiftorians, becaufe 
thofe who defign to learn the Ancient Hifto- 
ry with the Help of a Method, ought to 
have before land an exact Notion of the 
Charafter of each Hiftorian, and of the 
publick Tranfaétions contained in his Work. 
Perhaps it might be faid, that there is hardly 
any Method better than that of Degory 
Wheare to learn the Ancient Hiftory ; and 
that the Method of Mr. du Frefnoy being ad- 
ded co it, will be a very good Introdusiion 
to the Knowledge of Modern Hiftory. 

Our Author declares, that he has taken 
from Bodin, and other Writers mentioned 
by him, what he publifhes in this Work. 
However, continues he, I dare not affirm, 
that I have inferted the whole Subftance of 
thofe Authors ; but I have done what was 
in my Power. He adds, that he does not 
pretend to have feen every thing with his 
own Eyes ; and that he believes he has fol- 
lowed none but Honeft and Credible Wri- 
ters. 

In order to give an Account of Mr. du 
Fre{noy’s Method contained in the Firft Volume, 
T thall, in the firft place, exhibit a general 
Scheme of that Method ; and then take no- 
tice of fome few Obfervations made by the 
Author. The Method confilts of XXI Chap- 
ters. 


I. In the Firft, Mr. du Frefnoy fhews what 
Ufe ought to be made of Hiftory, We live in 
an Age, fays he, wherein the Study of Hi- 
ftory is very fafhionable ; but among thofe 
who apply themfelves to Hiftory, there 
are but few who have a right Notion of it. 
Many look upon it as an agreeable Amufe- 
ment. Orthers read it out of mere Curiofi- 
ty, and fancy that the Knowledge of the 
Men of all Ages and al] Places is a great 
Perfection. Thofe who pretend to Learn- 
ing, think they have done a great deal, 
when they have obferved in the Hiftorians 
whatever concerns the Propriety of Words; 
the Elegance and Politenefs of the Difcourfe ; 
the Ancient Cuftoms and Ufages; the De- 
f{cription of particular Places ; the Succeffi- 
on and Revolution of Empires; the Begin- 
ning of all Religions, and the Alterations 
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which they have undergone; the Foundation 
of Cities ; the Original, Wealth, and Pow- 
er of Nations; Prodigies; in fhort, every 
thing remarkable in Antiquity. Such Ob. 
fervations, continues the Author, are not 
ufelefs; but thofe who read Hiftory, oughe 
chiefly to take notice of Maxims, Noble 
Aétions, wife Counfels, and particular 
Events, which may be of Ufe in the like 
Junctures. Above all things, it is highly 
neceflary to dwell on the Charafters of Men 
drawn by Hiftorians. They are frequently 
powerful Incentives to make us imitate 
thofe whom we admire, and to raife in us 
an Abhorrence for thofe, who were a&ted by 
ill Principles. Thus a daily Experience 
may be improved by the Examples of for- 
mer Ages. To that end, we ought care- 
fully to enquire into the Caufes and Succefs 
of che Events mentioned by Hiftorians, and 
into the feveral Motives which occafioned 
them. We ought to examine all the Cir. 
cumftances, and to confider the Imprudence 
or good Condu& of thofe who were con. 
cerned inthem. Herein confifts the Ufe of 
Hiftory : One muft attend to good and ill 
A&tions, in order to imitate che former, and 
avoid the latter. 

It is an inconfiderable thing for a Manto 
fill his Memory with a vaft Number of 
Years, Ages, bis , and Epochs; to 
know that great Variety of Kings, Empe- 
rors, Councils, and Herefies. Such a Study 
does not deferve to be called the Science of 
Hiftory. For, ro underfland a thing, is to dive 
into its Principles ; and therefore to under- 
ftand Hiftory, is to know Men, who make 
the Subje& of it, and to have a right Notion 
of them; to ftudy Hiftory, is to ftudy the 
Motives, Opinions, and Paffions of Men; 
in a word, it is to improve the Knowledge 
of ones felf by knowing other Men.

Ic feems tome, that the Readers might 
have juftiy complained, if I had noc given 
them this general Notion of the Author's 
Scheme. 


What remains, is to take notice of fome 
Paflages contained in this Azer bod. 
* The Hiftory of the Church of Germany, 
*€ fays the Author, is no lefs curious than that 
“‘ of the Empire. The Readers will find in 
ita Clergy, who being at firft in pretty 
low Circumftances , raifed themfeives all 
“* of a fudden by the Liberality of the Em- 
** perors to the Supreme Power of Secular 
Princes. And by degrees things are come 
to that pafs, that lefs Regard is had in 
Ele&ions to the Weight of the Paftoral 
Care, than to the Quality of Temporal 
Princes. What keeps the Church of Ger- 
many upon the fame foot to this very Day, 
is the Wealth of the Clergy, far exceeds 
ing what fhould be allotted tothe Minifters 
“ of Chrift 
“ The Clergy of Germany are now very 
different from what they were in former 
Times. They came into the World fo 
poor, that even at the Beginning of the 
Vilfth Century , Cordinian, Bifhop of 
Frifingen, was never able to keep a Ser- 
vant ; and yet that indigent Clergy reaped 
fo great a Benefit from the Compaffion 
which their Mifery excited, from the 
Efteem they were in for obferving ftrily 
the Ecclefiaftical Difcipline, in a word, 
from the Piety of Laymen, efpecially 
Charlemagne, Lewis the Debonnaire, and the 
Saxon Emperors, that they grew extremes 
ly rich in the Space of a Hundred and 
Fifty Years. But the Bifhops making an 
ill Ufe of their Wealth, ran into Luxury 
and Voluptuoufnefs ; made War with Se- 
cular Princes ; oppreffed the People; in- 
fulted Sovereigns, and by fuch a Conduct 
“ made themfelves odious to every body. 
L * Heretoe 
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TTeretafore they did not mind Study ; 
they aegle&ted their Holy Miniftry ; they 
thouehe ie was beneath them to preach 
the Word of God; they were Bifhops, 
and were afhamed of being Vriefts: But 
‘ things are now fomewhat altered ”. 


* One may very well wonder, foys Mr. du 
Prefnoy, thar tho Letters of fome private 
‘* Men, thofeof fa:in, for Inftance, fhould 
have been fo much admired. ‘Tinat Phy- 
fician did generally write nothing but falfe 
News tohis Rriends, end what came into 
his Mind. One cannot fufficiently blame 
him for his Negligence in thofe things, 
“* that are beft known I could give 
an Account of abundance of fuch Mi- 
fakes; but they would make a larger 
Work than the fhree Volumes of his 
“ Letters. Befides, it has been obferved, 
that his Charatters of Men are drawn at 
Pleafure, either for his own Diverfion, or 
to divert others. ——Nay, he did not 
fcruple to afcribe the moft impious Say- 
“ings to great Men, in order to blacken 
their Reputation, Cardinal de Richelieu, 
fays he, who loved to be merry, when he 
was notin a Melancholy Fit, asked one 
“© Day Dr. Mulot, his Confeflor, How many 
Maffes were requifite to deliver a Soul from 
Purgatory. The Door anfwered, that 
“© no body knew it, and that the Church had 
“ not defined it. Thou art an Ignoramus,

Jt is a furprifing 
“ thing, that fo many Jorry Books fhould find 
Editors and Printers , and that no body should 
have thought of publifhing @ good Edition of 
fuch an ufeful and even neceffary Hiftory, 
which is certainly a much better Work than 
the Body of the Antiquities of Italy, reprints

‘* ftian Religion, becaufe he had a greater 
* Efteem for the Sincerity of Suctonius,andD,. 
‘© ogenes Laertius,than for that of che Legenda- 
“ry Writers of the middle Ages of the 
“ Church? I wifh I might have had Occafi- 
* on to commend more Catholick Authors 
‘* than I have done; but as we ought to dif- 
‘* approve all vicious Qualities , whereever 
“ they may be, we ought alfo to efteem all
